John Herms, 22 years old, 
died 
of 


heart disease between 7 and S o'clock 
last night, on the lawn adjoining his 
home, (il(i Mead street, following a fight 
with 3enry Olle, also 22 years of age. 
at the corner of Mead and Sixth streets. 
Following the death of Herms, Officer 
Bert George arrested Olle and the body 
of the dead man was removed to his 
place of residence and afterward to the 
Beffe'l Furniture company parlors, where 
Drs. N'ott, Brebm and Pope. Jr., held a 
post mo-tcm examination, finding 
the 


value of the heart so affected that any 
undue excitement would 
have 
caused 


he'was'well liked and the conditions of 
his c.eath are sadly regretted. 


No Marks Visible. 


Physicians niid Coroner Hoyle made a 


very careful examination of the body 
and not a single mark or wound of any 
character was found, evidence that the 
blows struck by Olle did not injure him 
to any extent and that if he had not 
been afflicted with heart disease, death 
would not Imve occurred. Some of the 
relatives of Herms blame Olle and one 
brother expressed himself emphatically 
last night to Coroner Iloyle and was 
anxious to get hold of Olle, but as he 
was in jail the brother could not see 
him.

FRANCE'S CRIME PUZZLE. 


Death Penalty .No .Longer .Inflicted— 


Increase of Murders Follows. 


Boston. .Traveler: .The. campaign to 


abolish'by law the'death, penalty for 
murder has received a great get-buck by 
the recent attitude of "the French govern- 
ment on the bill to abolish capital pun- 
ishment. 'When the. matter-was referred 
originally to the committee a 'favorable 
report was ordered by it, but after one 
of the leading French papers took a po- 
pular vote on the question, and out of 
a million and half replies' got 1,100,000 in 
favor of capital punishment, the com- 
mittee changed its opinion and rejected 
it, 8 to 2. ' 


The practice in France has been for 


the president of the republic to com- 
mute the death penalty. No person has 
been officially executed for ten years. 
As a result it is alleged that crimes 
against the person have increased alarm- 
ingly. 
In 1001 there were 163 murders 


in France and in 1!X>7, 274. In one year 
manslaughter increased by nearly 70 per 
cent.

MAN WAS THROWN HIGH IN'AIR 


Was just Starting On Trip from Ram- 


bler Factory to Home 
in 
Michigan 


When Accident Occurred—Motor Car 
Strikes Electric Head On While Going 
At Tremendous Rate. 


An automobile racing at a rate of-for- 


ty miles an hour-and a train on the CM- 
CHgo and -.Milwaukee, Electric 
railway 


running at even a higher .rate of speed 
collided at the Burlington road crossing 
seven miles south of here, just "• after 
noon yesterday. 
'As a result- George 0. 


Field, a prominent man 
of 
Manistee, 


Mich., was 
killed and the automobile 


reduced to a pile of scrap iron. The ac- 
cident was witnessed by a'large number 
of passengers on the electric car, arid 
while all of them were badly shaken up 
nonc: was injured. 


The accident was one of the. most 


spectacular ever reported in this section 
of the .:ountry. Field was thrown in his 
car for a distance of more than 100 feet 
south of the crossing and portions of the 
car were-dragged for a distance.of near- 
ly a quarter of a mile before the trtiin 
could be-stopped. ' The report attending 
the collision wai so great that it was 
heard for a half mile from the scene of 
the accident, and farmers in the neigh- 
borhood believed theres had been an ex- 
plosion. 
. Field was picked up from under the 
wreckage of the automobile and hurried 
to the Kenosna hospital in an ambulance. 
He never regained 
consciousness 
and 


died four hours after the. accident. His 
skull wn's. fractured and his chest crush- 
ed in such a manner that one of- the 
lungs was pierced uy a broken rib. 


Started Out-to Break Record. 


Field-had arrived in Kenosha just'be- 


fore noon nnd had secured the car which 
belonged- to his brother,- W. F. 
Field 


from a -local automobile factory. 
He 


had planned to take it to Manistee from 
Milwaukee.on a boat in the evening and 
ha3 left Kenosha, stating that he would 
make 
Milwaukee in record time. He 


was running at.a rate of thirty miles an 
hour when he reached the city limits. 


The crossing where the, accident .oc- 


curred is blinded by a young orchard, 
and it is .thought Field did not see the 
approaching train until it was.within a 
few' feet of him. The rootorman observ- 
ed the speeding automobile at the same 
time.1 One of the passengers in the car 
observed Field and declared that he rais- 
ed in his seat as if to leap from the car 
but he was pinned in by the steering 
wheel. 
There was a deep ditch to the 


north and no outlet to the south. 


Man Calm in Face of Death. 


The mnn in the automobile showed 


great presence of mind and made an ef- 
fort to swing the great touring car into 
the ditch, but a second later it swerved 
a little and leaped forwar- as if to meet 
the oncoming electric car. 


The molonnan seeing the man rush 


ing to certain death shut down the air 
.just as tho two cars came together. The 
automobile .weighing more thau a ton, 
was lifted high in the air and it seemed 
to go to pieces as if made of cardboard 
The impact smashed the brake of tho 
electric car and it finally was stopped 
by releasing the trolley. 


"Field was 32 years old.

ROME GETS NEXT CONGRESS 


Last Day of International Meeting Re- 


plete With Instructive Discussion- 


Roosevelt Appears Before Convention 


and Calls Members Heroes, Praising 


Their Work. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—"I feel that 


no gath'oring could take place 
fraught 


with greater hope for the welfare of the 
people at large than this assemblage." 


This was President Roosevelt's part- 


ing greeting to the delegate'; to the sixth 
triennial international congress on tub- 
erculosis whidi finally adjourned today 
to meet in .Rome, Italy, in 1911. 
The 


president luul not been expected to .at- 
tend the congress and his appearance was 
greeted with tremendous applause. The 
president thanked the delegates on be- 
haif of the nation for what they had 
done and were doing to stamp out the 
great white plague.. 


"You have come here," said the presi- 


dent, "to combat what on the whole is 
the most terrible scourge of all through- 
out the world. The chance to control 
that disease lies in the work of just 
such men as those who are assembled 
here." 


Favor Vaccination. 


The president declared that medical 


scientists have shown just as much he- 
roism in the light against tuberculosis 
as ever was shown by a soldier on the 
field of battle. 
Hu declared that in no 


other manifestation of human, activity 
have the results been Quite so'far reach- 
ing as in the ability to grapple with the 
disease. 


Just before the congress was brought 


to 0. close a number of important re.io- 
lutions were adopted the most notable 
of which places the congress ou record 
in favor of recogui/.ing the possibility 
of infection of human-beings by bovine 
tuberculosis. 
The 
resolution 
declares 


that preventive measures should be con- 
tinued against bovine tuberculosis. 


"The utmost efforts should be con- 


tinued," says the resolution, 
"in 
the 


struggle against tuberculosis to prevent 
the conveyance from nisn to man nf tu- 
berculosis infection as the most impor- 
tant source of the disease.77 


Koch's Position Radical. 


The storm center of.dibcussion probab- 


ly will relate to Or, Robert Koch's nidi- 
cal position denying tho unity of the 
human and bovine tubercle bacilli and 
any attempt upon the part of those who 
antagonize him in this, view to place the 
congress on record, will develop stubborn 
opposition. 


The next congress will meet in Rome 


in 1011.

But It Is always interesting to keep the eye on "surprise States." Those who 
neglected to do so In 1304 were astounded the morning after election to read that 
Missouri had been carried by Roosevelt and Fairbanks and that Parker and Davis 
had won all but one elector In Maryland. 


There possibly might be a surprise In Georgia, where Thomas E. Watson, the 
populist candidate for President, Is very strong, and where the democratic party 
Is-so much opposed to Bryan that the delegation at Denver voted down a resolution 
to support Bryan in .view of the certainty of his' nomination. 


There..might be a surprise in Kentucky, where the republicans carried the Stale 
in 2907, and where there Is strong opposition to Mr. Bryan, manifested in ISM by 
the Slate casting all of Its electoral voles but one for McKinley.

signed by John D. Archbold of the Stan- 
dard Oil company in which were enclosed 
certificates of deposit for $5,000 and $10,- 
000 respectively, each bearing date 1800:

Foraker that Hearst had not made pub- 
lic any of the letters which would prove 
Foraker's innocence.
